A man who has tried it says that wooden posts 
treated as follows, at a cost of two cents apiece, will 
last so long that the party adopting it will not live 
to see his posts decay. 

Directions: — Take boiled Linseed Oil and stir in 
Pulverized Charcoal to the consistency of paint, and 
put a coat over the timber.

Put the clothes to be cleaned into a clean tub and 
cover them with gasoline; let them remain two hours, 
then take them from the tub and hang on a line.

How to make Hectograph. 

1^ Glycerine, - - - IJ pounds. 
Pulverized Glae, Best, - 8 ounces. 

Directions: — Dissolve the glue in one pint of hot 
water; when thoroughly melted add glycerine, and 
have them well mixed. Pour in graph, and set in 
cool and level place to harden. 

Use violet hectograph ink.
